REMARKS 

In the present Amendment, claims 1 , 3 and 5 have been amended to recite that the toner 
includes resin comprising a block polyester and an amorphous polyester Section 1 12 support for 
this amendment can be found, for example, at page 27, lines 6-9 of the specification. New 
claims 7, 8, and 9 have been added. These claims are directed to image forming systems and 
correspond to claims 1, 3 and 5, respectively. The specification has been amended to capitalize 
the trademark Bontron E-84. 

No new matter has been added. Entry of this Amendment is respectfully requested. 
Upon entry of the Amendment, claims 1-9 will be pending. 

In Paragraph No. 2 of the Action, the Examiner notes the use of the trademark 
BONTRON E-84 on page 127 of the application. The Examiner indicates that it should be 
capitalized wherever it appears. This objection has been overcome by the amendment to the 
specification. 

In Paragraph No. 3 of the Action, claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
allegedly being anticipated by Yusa et al. (6,300,024). 

Applicants note that claims 1 , 3 and 5 have been amended to recite that the toner includes 
a resin comprising both a block polyester and an amorphous polyester. Applicants submit that 
Yusa does not teach or suggest a binder resin comprising both a block polyester and an 
amorphous polyester. Accordingly, claims 1 , 3 and 5 are novel and nonobvious over Yusa.
